FAMOUS BANKER SHOT 


BY AN UNKNOWN MAN 


J. P. Morgan, Attacked by Crank at 


His Home at Glen Cove, L. I,, This 
Morning-Two Shots Took Effect 


N'EW YORK. July 3—J r. Morpan] 


was shot, but not seriously wounded 
by an unknown man at his home at 
Glen Cove, L I, at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing 


An announcement issued by J. P. 


Morgan & Co her'e reads as follows: 


"J. P. Morgan was shot by • an un- 


known man. presumably a crank, at 
his home at Glen Cove at 3 o'clock 
this morning 
The physicians advise 


that the wound was not serious." 


The first news of the shooting was 


received at 10.30 o'clock at the oflice 
of Sheriff Pettit of'Nassau county at 
Mineola. The-sheriff-immediately de- 
spatched men to Glen Cove to investi- 
gate the report. - 


Details of the shooting were lacking 
at that hour. 


It was reported in Glen Cove that 
the man who shot Mr. Morgan secreted 
himself in the Morgan home last night. 
TITO ShotR Took Effect 


A later statement issued by the Morr 
san firm said that two shots \vere" 
flr^d at Mr. Morgan and that both had 
taken effect. 


Kflallant Captured 
A telephone message received from 


Glen Cove stated that the man who 
shot Mr: Morgan had been captured. 


Except for the fact that Mr. Morgan 


had been shot, such members of the 
Morgan firm as were in town were 
without information nearly two hours 
after the time it was said 'to have oc- 
curred. 
The rumor of the shooting 


was current on the floor of the stock 
exchange before It reached the oflice 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. 


The market..which opened irregular- 


ly shaded a point on the rumor and 
remained practically stationary 
after 


liie news was confirmed.

City. He had been hoping to go to 
Biarritz shortly, but his illness pre- 
vented this. 


Gen. Diaz lived here In the greatest 


simplicity, occupying a modest apart- 
ment, in striking contrast to the great 
houses and retinue of sen-ants main- 
tained by some of his friends who left 
-Mexico with him. 


Gen. Diaz began to fail rapidly about 


three, weeks ago, and while his death 
was not unexpected owing to his ad- 
vanced age and 
failing 
health, 
the 


crisis came suddenly yesterday after- 
noon. Porflrio Diaz, Jr., and his wife 
were hastily summoned and arrived p.l 
the bedside only a few moments be- 
fore the end, which came at 7 o'clock 
last night. 


Col. Diaz, in announcing the death 


of his father, paid he was unable to 
state the nature of his malady, but ex- 
pressed the opinion that a complication 
of diseases due to advanced age was 
the cause.

Last fall he was III 
at Biarritz, France, but was reported 
to have recovered. He had consistent-* 
ly declined to comment 'on the passing 
phases of the Mexican situation. 
Tragic Circumstances 


Two tragic circumstances 
marked 


the death of the exiled ruler. 
Owing 


to the troubled state in Mexico It has 
been judged Impossible to 
send 
the 


body home with all 
that 
ceremony 


which would have befitted one of the 
greatest figures in Mexican 
history, 


and, further, Col. Porfirio Diaz, Jr., has 
tried In vain to inform 
his 
sisters, 


Senora 
Ignacio 
de 
la 
Torre 
and 


Senora Rincon Gallardo, who are now 
in Mexico, of the death of their father.

Nevertheless, he was 


accustomed to walk out dally during 
the past spring In the Bols de Bou- 
logne, which he loved because it re- 
sembled the 
Chapultepec

Mexico 


City. He had been hoping to go to 
Biarritz shortly, but his illness pre- 
vented this. 


Gen. Diaz lived here in the greatest 


simplicity, occupying a modest apart- 
ment, in striking contrast to the great 
houses and retinue of servants main- 
tained by some of his friends who left 
-Mexico with him. 


Gen. Diaz began to fail rapidly about 


three weeks ago. and while his death 
was not unexpected owing to his ad- 
vanced age, and 
falling 
health, 
the 


crisis came suddenly yesterday after- 
noon. Porfirio Diaz, Jr., and his wife 
were hastily summoned and arrived at 
the bedside only a few moments be- 
fore the end, which came at 7 o'clock 
last night. 


Col. Diaz. In announcing the death 


of his father, said he was unable to 
state the nature of his malady, but ex- 
pressed the opinion that a complication 
of diseases due to advanced age was 
the cause.

At the meeting of the municipal 


council last week it was voted to pay 
Mr. Denman the sum 
of $7079 
for 


supervising the construction

bridge. 
Col. Carmichael figured that 


tills was S?i per cent and expressed 
the opinion that It was a rather stiff 
percentage for supervision. 


In reply thereto. Engineer Denman 


called the colonel's attention to somc- 
ihing that the latter hadn't previously 
suspected, the fact that the "placing of 
the steel" on rhe Job, is included In the 
bill for- supervision. 


-Vothing was said at that time wheth- 


er or not Mr. Denman will charge the 
city for placing the lumber that will 
he used on the job or for carting away 
the lumber when it Is no longer re- 
quired. 
Previously, however. Mr. Den- 


man stated that it is customary for 
the bridge-builders to take all lumber 
used In the process of construction for 
their own use after 't)ie work has been 
completed, a n d . the municipal council 
it would appear acquiesced without 
question or protest, and Mr. Denman 
will get the lumber which the city 
will buy and pay for out of its J80.000. 
-Mr. Denman is to be the judge as to 
how much lumber is needed. 


Recently we were Informed that the 


job will require 155,000 feet of spruce 
lumber of varying lengths, widths and 
thicknesses, while 2000 feet of .Cyprus 
will be used.
